Kvorywhere small 
parties of rtiuelu patrol the ooontry with 
perfect impouiiy, robbing and flring 
property.

of sugar of AOO.OOO tons without buyers. 
The sugar ext.ates have no money to pay 
to their workmen, who are driven w 
starvation to join the rebels. No Ufa ia 
safe in tiie country. 

The only money in circulation is the 
15,000,000 monthly pay of the army, of 
which some is remitted to ot&oers' zam- 
ilies in Spain. 

The sugar planters are mined com- 
pletely. They, at lea,st, thus far have 
constituted ivu element of production.

Vfniittlonal Sliooiiiiij AfTiujr at Fort 
Hlirrirtitii. 

Chioaqo, Oct. 4.— Colonel R. B. A. 
Crof ton, oouunandar of tha IVteenth ia> 
fantryatFort Sheridan, narrowly ea> 
caped death or at least severe wounds 

at the hands of Lieutenant S. S. Pague 
of Company V, Fifteenth infantry, yes- 
terday afteviioim. The liauteiiaut fired 
three shots at the commander. One 
passed throtiirli a loose fold of his over- 
coat, just ovrr mo right groin, the sec- 
ond and third parsed c;lose to the bovly. 
Lieutenant i'ngiie, a few momeuts be- 
fore, had esc.ipivl from the hospital 
where he had bc'ii undergoing tn.at- 
ment for meiitiil tinuble, occasioned, it 
is said, by overindulgence in liquor. 

It is said ,u tlie fort that the lieuten- 
ant w.is nor lespousible for his act, and 
that his t leeting Willi OoUNmI Orotlon 
was of chauce. 

The shooting occasione.i great excite- 
ment at tlie fort, both because uf the 
universal good favor in which Lieuten- 
ant Pague IN held by his comrades, wtto 
regret exceedingly his mental trouble, 
and because ir was the .second time that 
an officer ot the Fifteenth infantry, 
while sutfer.ng from dementia, attacked 
Colonel Crofr.in. 

Lieutenant Pague some time ago 
spent several weeks at a liquor cure es- 
tablishment. Ou his return it appeared 
that the treatment hod been greatly 
beneficial to him. A few weeks ago, 
however, his oomrades and superior offi- 
cers noticed that his actions were 
strange and not those of a man mental- 
ly responsible. It was then couuluded 
that the treatment had utfeoted hi^ 
brain. Daring tha visit of Geiiuiul 
Merritt tu the fort ncently, Lienteuant 
Pague's actions were erratic to anon a 
degree that he was ordered sent to the 
post hospital for treatment. 

Yestmoy afternoon, while tha at- 
tendoBta were busy in anotner part of 
the hoapital, Liantenant P.igne escaped 
from his room. Ha went inunediataly 
to his home in a distant part of tha post 
grounds and secured a revolver, walked 
ont on the parade ground and fired the 
thou at Colonel Urofton, as told above. 
Tha noiae of the shots brought savarol 
offloersto the spot and befwe Liaatan- 
ant Pague fired again he was seised luid 
disarmed, According to the officers 
who took him in charge he din not seem 
to realize what he had done, and a few 
morients ufier did not seem to remem- 
ber that he uad fired any shots at all. 

Lieutenant Pague is about 40 years 
old. He gr.iduated from West Point 
about 1870, and has been iu active serv- 
ice iu tho weat. Ha is oonsidared an 
able officer.

Million Itoilara. 

Wabbbn, R. I., Oct. 4.— One of the 
largest fires that has ever occurred in 
poutheastcrii New England broke out 
in one of the three mills of the Warren 
Manufacturing company, situated about 
an eighth of a mile from the oanter of 
this town. Just after 7 a'olook laat 
night, and befora it was gotten nndar 
control It had swept through three 
large oottou mills, two warehouses, 
small shedH, freight oars and other prop- 
erty, causing a loss which is estlmatad 
at more than a million dollars. 

The flra started in the washroom, 
near the engine room of No. 1 mill, and 
spread witli great rapidity through the 
building and threatening adjoining 
property. Within an hour after the 
blaze was discovered the flames were 
roaring through all three mills. The 
magnitnde of the fire at ouco became 
apparent to t ie local department and 
help was immediately summoned from 
Bristol. Fall Hiver and Providence. 

An engine from Bristol, ono from 
Fall River and two steamers, two hose 
carts, aud three companies from Provi- 
dence responded, arriving on special 
trains. The scene when these out-of- 
town conipauies arrived was appalling. 
The whole of the southern part of the 
little town SI emed to be h roaring miiSS 
of flames, threatening not only the ten- 
ement houses of tho manufacturing 
company nearby, but even endangering 
the bu.siiiesapartof tha town aoaa dia* 

tance off. 

Almost inimediatoly after the ad- 
ditional force had started to work the 
water supply began to give out, and al- 
though the automatic sprinklers were 
turned on in all of the three mills, and 
six inches of water stood upon all of the 
fioors, very little progress was made. 

A carload of ore and another of cot- 
ton, standing on a track in the mill 
yard, became ignited aud furnished ad* 
mirable food for the fire in its sweep 
through the great plant. The heat waa 
insufferable and soon it was impossiUa 
to get within 800 feet of the buildings. 
At JO o'clock tha flamaa were threaten- 
ing two warehouses contaming |400.0$0 
worth of property. At 10:80 WJ 
caught, and in a few monmata had bi- 
come a roaring furnace. A few mtantea 
later the fiames inmpad from tbaaa 
buildings to the lumber yacd of Bant 
Martin, and hia antiro atook of ooal. 
wood and dremed Iwnbar wtra food for 
the fire. 

By most persistant and aaaidnrai af • 
forts, however, the llxaman gained ooa- 
trol of the conflagration at midnight, 
but all that waa left of the big factories 
was oue house, and the tenements were 
a blazing ruins. The entire OOBlaBta of 
the plant were destroyed. 

Several persons in the crowd of spec- 
tutors were injured by flying bricks, 
but none were seriously hurt. 

When the roof of the warehouse fell 
in four Providence firemen were 
caught. They escaped by crawling 
down the w irerpipe and then jumping 
a distance of 17 feet. Two were slight- 
ly injured.

The Warren Manufacturing company 
is out of the largest cotton manufactur- 
ing corporations in the country. John 
Waterman ol Warren is the prioclpal 
owner, and Warren aud Provideaoa 
people are tiie heaviest stockholders. 

The three mills destroyed were each 
700 feet long, five stories in height and 
contaiued in all H7,000 spindles. Six- 
teen hundred operatives, comprising 
nearly all the worUng force of tha 
town, wore employed. Thus the prin- 
cipal means ot support in the town is 
taken away, but as Warren ia Mr. 
Waterman's home it is axpaotad fekal ha 
will rebuild the plant.
